Commission was held Inst Wed- 
nesday at tb« headquarters of the 
Commission in Louisville. The 
meeting was called by Col. J. 
Stoddard Johnson, President, for 
the purpose <>t devising ways and 
means to continue the campaign 
for popular subscriptions to the 
Kentucky Building and {Exhibit 
Fund.

NEW RULES AS TO POST- 
: OFFICE BOX RENT. 



Postmaster Geo. L. Barnes has 
received the following new rules 
governing the rental of PoetofHee 
boxes, which be will have to 
strictly enforce in future: 

"No box "hall be assigned to 
the use iif any person until the 
rent therefor has been paid. 
Pox rents must be collected at the 
beginning of each quarter for the 
entire quarter, hut no longer. 
When a box is rented afer the 
beginning of a quarer, rent must 
be collected pro rata for the 
remainder of the quarter. Ten 
days before the last day of each 
quarter postmasters are required 
to place in each rented box a bill, 
bearing the date of the last day 
of the quarter, which will he 
receipted upon payment of the 
rent. If a box holder fails to 
renew his right to his box on or 
before the last day of a quarter, 
the box Bhall then be elated and 
offered for rent and the mail 
placed in the general delivery 
subject to orders."
